He 
ls perhaps less open to the charge of 
“giving glimpses of the obvious” when 
he says: “As Paris im the days of ‘ts 
glory was the centre of art, beauty and 
fashion, it «s London which now-a-days 
holds unrivslied ths preoul position.” 

A French naval expert, M. A. Rouss- 
eau, taking “ships of fhe Dreadnought 
era” as the vital partJof contemporary 
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Soldiers. 


A Frenchniian who has been making 4 
study of the Chinese army warns Europe 
that it is not inconceivable that within 
len years China may be able to oppose to 
the white nations of the world 4 thor- 
oughly drilied and equiped force of 40,- 
0uU,000 of soldiers. It is quite certain, 
he thinks, that it will have the bigest 
army in the world—at jeask 6,000,000 
wen ready to mobilize at short notice 
and equal in courage, drill and equip- 
ment to any European troops. 

This 6,000,000 ininimum is provided for 
by present plans. The increase to the 
maximum figure means nothing but 4 
litle more effort—a draft on the wealth 
of population which is’ trivial when 
spread out thin over so vast an empire. 
‘the writer fears that, Simulated by their 
own remarkable performances in army 
making up to date, the Chinese rulers 
may make a change ig their plans at 
any time and may do it without taking 
Europe into their confidence. 

The new Chinese army had its incep- 
tion about 1889, when the late Marshal 
Ma issued an order abolishing the red 
umbrellas which the Chinese soldiers 
used to take into the field with them. 


MA WAS AN ABLE ORGANIZER, 


and the sort of soldiers that were pro- 
duced under his management were re- 
vealed to Occidentuls in 1900, when the 
capture of the Taku forts took place. 

Fighting Chinese soldiers previous to 
that encounter had been little better than 
massacre; but the defenders of the Taku 
farts and those of Tientsineand of Chan 
Hai Kuan, armed with modern rifles and 
huving Armsuwong and Krupp cannon, 
fought not only with desperate bravery 
but with discipline. They gave pretty 
nearly as good account of themselves as 
an equal number of European troops 
weuld have done. . 

When China caught her breath in 1900 
sh realized that inese were the only sort 
of troops worth having. Rejecting the 
plan submitted by her British adviser, 
Sir Robert Hart, for the creation of a 
miniature army of four divisions to be 
ceveloped in the course of ten years, the 
Lien Ping Pu, or council of war, boldly 
ucopled a scheme of evolution which 
would seem startling in any country.

He wrote 
several valuable books, the best known 
of which, perhaps, are “Robert Burns in 
Other Tongues” and “Life of Bismarck,” 
the latter earning the praise of all for- 
eign critics. And yet Mr. Jack’s educa- 
tion proper was limited to learning the 
“three R's” in the village school of Swin- 
len, Lanarkshire, Scotland. 

Mr. Comyns Carr, the dramatist, has 
met inany famous men during his career, 
and has a rare store of anecdotes con- 
cerning authors he has known.

History. 


Jan. 28th scems to have ben a death 
day of great monarchs, for on that cate 
in oh) ded Charemagne, K ng of France 
und Emperor of Germany, the greatest 
of the Frankish Kings und the first Teu- 
lon on Whom the dignity of Roman Em- 
reno was conferred. He was a relig- 
iguseand palrivtic man. avectionate to 
his farmly, und having a very high con- 
cept on of his pwilic duty. 

On the same date, in 1547, died our 
“Biuff King Hal.” whose character hus 
Lecn variously ¢Stimuted. according to 
the reading of the even's of the period 
given by the different historiams; but, 
under any view. he was a man of vig- 
or us inte.loct, strong ;assion, and im- 
monse force of will. Camoletely break- 
ing from Rome. Henry became “Pro- 
tector and Supreme Herd cf*the Church 
and Clergy of England” ;,while duripg 
his reign Wales was inc urporated with 
England, and Ireland ra‘scd from a Joru- 
ship to a kingdom. 

Ansther monarch who died on this 
date was Abbas ihe Great, of Persia, 
wh» died in 1628—a monarch whose 
fie spread over Europe. On this day. 
in 1725. also. died Peter the Gremt-—he 
first monarch who took. the tifle ‘of 
“Emperor cf All the Russias.” He abo- 
lished the patriarchal dignity. to curb 
th: clergy, and eéstablished the “Holy 
Administrative Synod,” of which he was 
the heed.

a weather prophet, “the man in 
the street’ might be described as a dead 
failure. Not that he admits his ignor- 
ance for one moment. Indeed, he ra- 
ther prides himself upon what he con- 
siders to be his ability to forecast the 
wea.her for the next twenty-four hours 
by the state of the wind and sky. And 
when you comment upon the fact that 
nine out of every ten of his forecasts 
are wrong, he blandly remarks that, of 
course, you cannot be sure of anything 
in this world of surpr'ses. 

A great black cloud appears in the 
sky, and he immediately cries, “Fetch 
cut your umbrella and mackintosh.” But 
the reader of this article will not bur- 
cen himself with these things until he 


has carefully examined the edges, of that 


black cloud. 

If they appear misty above, and in 
the form of long sweeping “curtains,” 
sometimes called “cows’ tails,” below, 
rain of a more or Jess heavy nature will 
certainly follow, if the cloud under ob- 
servation is moving in the direction of 
the cbserver. If, on the contrary, the 
cloud hes clear-cut edges and merely a 
brown, smoky hue in its genera! aspect 
the chances are that it will pass over 
withou! causing any precipitation whal- 
ever in its passage. Such clouds as the 


latter are 
COMMON IN SUMMER. 
being generally loaded with blight, 


which is found in the shape of flies and 
caterpillars on trees and plants after 
their passage. 

Often the same form of cloud, under 
a slightly different aspect. may signify 
wholly different meteorological condi- 
ticns. Take, for instance. the “mot- 
tied clouds.” cr “mackerel sky” as it is 
ccmmonly known. It is exceeding'y 
pretty from a picturesque point of view, 
and has been coinpared by some to a 
flock of sheep lying-down. It certainly 
resembles bundies of wool incre than 
anylhing else. Such a sky usually pre- 
cedes a gale by aboul half a day. If. 
however, the “weol’ is seen in detached 
pieces, it is indicative of very fine wea- 
ther <«f prolonged durat.on. 

Then, again, the appearance of cir- 
Tus—to quote the technical name of 
{hese declicate, feathery clouds, some- 
times seen in fan-shaped groups, ow- 
ing to the effect of perspective—in a 
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tors — Remains are in Per- 
fect Health. 


Professor Eu'enburg, the eminent 
specialist in nervaus diseases, speaking 
at a meeting of the German Physiolo- 
gical Associalion here, described the 
case of a Government Official, named 
Arnheim, who has been sleeping con- 
tinuously since June 10, 1904—that is, 
three years and seven months.

Professor Eulenburg gave the 
following description of the patient:— 
FEEDS AUTOMATICALLY. 

“He is lying on his back in bed, the 
head being slightly inclined to the right 
side. The forehead is wrinkled, as 
\hough the sleeper were disturbel by 
bad dreams. The limbs can be freely 
moved. The skin .hes lost its sensitive- 
ness, and deep needie pricks do not pro- 
duce the sHyhtest effect. Other incis- 
ions im the flesh, painful for normal 
beings, have no effect on the sheper; 
drafen'ng noises made clos? to his ears 
fail to rouse him; and a dazzling light 
turned on his eyes is likewise ineffec- 
tual. Arnheim is fed regularly. He 
chews the food placed in his mouth 
siowly, and swallows instinctively. 

LIKE WAX FIGURE. 

“During the whole 43 months Arn- 
heim has never once opened his eyes; 
has never spoken a syllable, and never 
betrayed the least sign of consciousness, 
Sumétimes Arnheims wife, who tends 
rim incessantiy with patient care, re- 


moves him from the bed; clothes him. |

Free Play in Sale of Patent Medicine in 
England, 


Creat Dritain is the happy hunting 
ground of the medical quack, if one can 
believe a member of the Chemists’ Asso- 
eiution of London. THe is quoted in Der- 
tick’s British Repert as saying thal two 
years ago the annual sale of proprietary 
riedicines in Great Britain amounted to 
$40.060.000, 

In the United States and in most Eur- 
opean countries some legislation either 
exists ov has been attempted to limit or 
stop the traffic in secret remedies. In 
England. absolute free play is given to 
it It has been found expedient for the 
sufety of the public to regulate the sale 
G® poisons, but patent medicines, cur- 
jouslv enough. were exempt from the 
provisions of the law. a privilege which 
they erjov together with legally quali- 
fied practitioners, 

In most countries the dealing in medi- 
cinal drugs and chemicals is reserved 
only to persons qualified by training, 
studies and examination—that is, to 
pharmacists. In England, by a curious 
misunderstanding of the functions of a 
pharmacist, he isseecognized by law 
merely as a “poison seller” and any one 
who pleases may supply the publie with 
medicines the identity or purity or there- 
apeutie value of which he mav_ be ab- 
colutely ignorant. and by the simple de- 
vice of packing them as a medicine and 
keeping the composition secret he is able 
by means of advertisement, fo substitute 
himself for competent and qualified ser- 
vice.

If he should 
de this, the public will hear from 
‘another gentleman who knows the 
Yakon history of Pringle, aud who 
will soon dispose of this gentleman of 
the cloth, whose time has been much 
taken up with goid hunting seeking 
political preferment and writing scan- 
dalous letters in secret. 


infamous Accusation, 


This Christian minister and verbose 
letter writer, did not confine himself 
to making accusations against indivi- 
duals whose social position in Yukon 
was equal to his own, and whose pri- 
vate lives were even more blameless, 
but he did not hesitate to charge a 
minister of the gospel with an infam- 
ous act. This is what he saidina 
letter to the prime minister,

The Upside Down Cruise of the Cap- 
tain of the Erndte. 

An almost incredible instance of the 
perils attending those who go to sea 
was the basis of a story told in a mari- 
time court of Dantzic some years ago 
by the captain of the sailing ship 
Erndte. Nothing that Jules Verne, 
Clark Russell and H. G. Wells/ever 





| fancied in their wonderful tales sur- 


passed the story tokd by Captain En- 
gellandt. 

He had sailed from Memel with a 
cargo of planks for Oldenburg. The 


captain remained at the wheel during 


a gale which overtook the vessel next 


night and at 4 in the morning went to 


his cabin to change his wet clothes. 

He had just got into dry undercioth- 
ing when his vessel capsized, and he 
found himself standing on the roof of 
the cabin, the door of which the sea 
had hermetically closed. 


By loosening the boards of what was | 
now the reof he got ito the hoid, 


which contained only loose sails. For- 
tunately some shelves of a high cup- 
board remained intact, and from them 
he collected some cans of condensed 
milk, same prunes, rice, sugar amd sau- 
sage. He abso found a hammer. 

For twetve days the master of the 
ship lived in his prison, eating as spar- 
ingly as possible and drinking sea 
water, which appeared to have ne il 


effect on him. He emptoyed his free 


time in. hammering on the-steel bottem 


of the ship to attract the attention of — 


passing vessels. He knew when it was 
day, for a dim light penetrated the 
water. 

On the twelfth day the Nerwegtan 
steamer Aurora sighted the wreck and 
sent a boat to take it in tow. Engel- 
landt had fallen asleep; but, hearing 
feotsteps over his head, he began 
knocking with his hammer and shout- 
ing for help. The <Aurora’s men re- 
turned to their ship for tools, with 
which they bored a hole through the 
bottom of the Erndte where they had 
heard the shouting. When they drew 
out their drill, a man’s finger followed, 
aml! they soon learned that Engellandt 
had food for four days more and wish- 
ed to be towed to land, for it was im- 


possible to release him in the open sea. | 


The Aurora towed the wreck safely 
to Neafahrwasser, where with consid- 
erable difficulty it was attached to a 
huge crane, a plate was unloosencd, 
and the imprisoned master was freed. 
Ile was perfectly conscious and even 
able to walk alone. The three men 
who had canstituted his crew were of 
course drowned when the vessel cap- 
sized.

THE LESSON WORD STUDIES.

An Appended Chapter.—The narrative 
of John’s Gospel was formally brought 
to a close with verses 30 and 31 of 
chapter 20. Chapter 21, therefore, lorms 
an epilogue, or appendix, to the Gos- 
pel, which to a certain extent balances 
the prologue to the Gospel (John 1. 1-18). 
This epilogue, however, unlike the pro- 
lc gue, does not seem to have been part 
of the original plan of the Gospel. +t 
seems evident tha, when verse 30 of the 
preceding chapter was written the au- 
thor had no intention of narrating any 
‘more “signs,” having already brought 
his testimony to the divinity of Jesus 
{o the culminating point in the record 
of the resurrection. The reason for ad- 
ding another section or paragraph seems 
to have been the desire on the apostle’s 
part to give a full and accurate account 
‘{ Christ's words concerning himself, 
about which there hod evidently beer 
serious misunderstanding. In order, 
therefore, to make the meaning of 
Christ's remark as clear as possible 
John here gives in detail the circum- 
stances which led to its being uttered. 
The epilogue is found in évery extant 
manuscript of the Gospel, and falls na- 
turally into four parts: (1) The mani- 
festation of Jesus lo the seven. and the 
miraculous draught of fishes (1—14); 
(2) Christ’s commission to Peter and the 
prediction as to the latier’s dea. - (1b— 
1%: (3) The mibeunderstood saying re- 
specting the apostle John (20—23); (4) 
Appended testimony to the authenticity 
of the Gospel (24, 25).

“They have 


great deeds on all sides, 
changed all my battlefleld. ? 
It would seem that a certain group 
of persons have bought up, or have “e- 
cured promise of possession of, many 
of the Waterloo farms, and they are, 
therefore, financially interested in the 
preservation of the fleld of Waterloo as 
it is, since this would mean expropria- 
tion at their own prices. That this is 
so would scem to be proved by the fact 
that the movers are principally Belgians. 
English people are apparently but liv 
ts concerned about the matter. They 
feel, perhaps, that the preservation of 


the nation’s battlefields all over the
